Accomplices In Istria 
Riots Excommunicated, 
Vatican Council Says 


Osservatore Romano Says Only ‘Crime’ 
Committed By Priests Was Keeping In 
Contact With Ecclesiastical Superiors 


Vatican City, Sept. 15—(Radio, NC)—The Sacred Con- 
gregation of the Council has announced that all those “who 
participated physically or morally in the criminal aggres- 
sion” on August 24 in Lanischie, Yugoslav-occupied Venezia, 
Giulia, in which one priest was killed and another wounded, 
“have incurred the ipso facto excommunication provided 


for in Canon Law.” 


The priest killed was the Rev. 
Milo Bulesich. He was slain when 
coming to the defense of Msgr. 
Jakob Ukmar who had come to 
Lanischio with legitimate faculties 
to impart the Sacrament of Con- 
firmation. Msgr. Ukmar, who was 
wounded, was arrested by the Yu- 
goslavs and charged with “inciting 
a riot.” Another priest and sev- 
eral lay persons were arrested on 
similar charges and they are to be 
“tried” by a people’s court next 
week. 

(The excommunication of those 
who participated in the attacks at 
Lanischie recalls a similar an- 
nouncement issued October 14, 
1946, in which the Congregation 
of the Council declared that all 
those who had a part in the 
“trial” of Archbishop Stepinac of 
Zagreb had incurred ipso facto ex- 
communication. )

‘Phas Purchase 
Of Spink Hotel At 
Lake Wawasee 


Crosier Fathers’ Major 
Seminary To Be Moved 
To Fort Wayne Site 


Fort Wayne—A daily newspaper 
of this city has erroneously report- 
ed that the Crosier Fathers in 
charge of Sacred Heart Seminary 
have purchased the Spink-Wawa- 
see hotel for use as a seminary. 
Negotiations have been carried on 
between the Diocese of Fort Wayne 
and some of the owners of the 
hotel for its 
ity stock holders have not as yet 
been notified of the planned sale 
of the Wawasee buildings and the 
transactions will not be completed 
until they vote approval. It is 
hoped that premature publicity 
given to the negotiations will in no 
way affect the planned purchase. 

When the hotel is obtained, it 
will be the property of the Diocese 
of Fort Wayne. The Crosier Fa- 
thers who have been in charge of 
the Sacred Heart minor seminary 
on the Auburn Road will continne 
to direct and staff the new semi- 
nary. At the present time there 
are 100 students studying for the 
priesthood at Sacred Heart and 
the school is overcrowded. It was 
the imperative need for larger 
accommodations which prompted 
Bishop Noll to negotiate for the 
Wawasee hotel when word of its 
availability became known to him. 

Some alterations will be _ re- 
quired at the hotel before it can 
be made to serve as a seminary, 
but it is anticipated that the fac- 
ulty and student body will move 
into it in the near future. 

Following transfer of Sacred 
Heart Seminary to Wawasee, it is 
anticipated that the Crosier Fath- 
ers will move their major seminary 
from Hastings, Nebraska to the 
Sacred Heart institution in Fort 
Wayne. 

The Spink-Wawasee hotel was 
erected in 1927, It contains 125 
rooms, suitable eriers for chap- 
el and dining hall and is centrally 
erected on a nine-acre plot of 
ground, on which there is also a 
convention hall which can be easily 
adapted for gymnasium use. 

Each hotel room is sufficiently 
large to accommodate two or three 
students, and each has an adjoin-

Yugoslav Priest 
Tells Story Of

consequent hatred of the Italians. 
The Diocese of Trieste is occupied 
by British and American troops 


and ruled by the Allied Military 
Government, while the Diocese of 
Capodistria is occupied by Tito’s 
troops and ruled by his regime. 
Right after the war, it became 
increasingly difficult far the 
Bishop to leave the city of Trieste 
because of the hostile attitude of 
the communists. Thus it became 
just about impossible for him to 
administer the Sacraments of Con- 
firmation outside of Trieste. More 
than once when he tried to reach 
some town or village outside of 
Trieste, he was assaulted by a 
communist mob on the way and 
forced to return to Trieste. That 
happened in the Diocese of Trieste 
where the British and U. S. troops 


are stationed, as well as in the 


Tito-occupied Diocese of Capodis- 
tria. 


In June, 1946, Bishop Santin 
started for Capodistria by auto- 
mobile, but on the outskirts of the 
town he was assaulted by a com- 
munist mob and forced to return 
to Trieste. In June, 1947, he went 
to Capodistria by sea and upon 
arrival, as was his custom, he went 
immediately to the seminary 
where he would vest and march in 
a@ procession to the Cathedral. 

As soon as he had entered the 
seminary, a communist mob, ob- 


viously acting under orders, fol-; 


lowed him into the seminary. The 
mob dragged the Bishop out to the 
street, threw him on the ground, 
kicked and beat him and wounded 
him with razors. 

The howling mob danced the 
Kolo, which means “wheel” and is 
the Yugoslav national dance. Ap- 
peals were made to Yugoslavia 
soldiers to aid the Bishop. They 
refused and watched the mob from 
the windows of the seminary, 
which the Yugoslav authorities use 
partly as a barracks. The Bishop 
was taken back to Trieste and 
treated for his injuries. 


Bishop Santin is an Italian and 
was born near Capodistria. 
cause of the persecution and ter- 
rorism, the Bishop petitioned the 
Holy See to grant a _ diocesan 


priest of Slav nationality the fac-| 


ulty of Confirmation. The Holy 
See agreed and Monsfgnor Ukmar 
was selected for the honor. 


Monsignor Ukritr is widely 
known in both dioceses. He is pro- 
fessor of philisophy, theology, 
Holy Scripture and Oriental lan- 
guages; is an official of the dio- 
fessor of philosophy, theology, 
beloved by both Italians and 
Slavs. 

During the reign of fascism, he 
stoutly defended the rights of the 
Slav minority and the freedom of 
the Church. He is considered as 
having been instrumental in the 
conversion a few years ago of Dr. 
Eugene Zolli, who was the Chief 
Rabbi of Rome, and who had been 
Rabbi of Trieste before going to 
the Eternal City. 

It is evident to me that the 
Lanischie mob intended to kill 
Monsignor Ukmar, but was pre- 
vented from doing so by Father 
Bulesich, who sacrificed his own 
life. No doubt it will be stated 
officially that fascists and not com- 
munists committed the crime. 

But he who knows communism 
as it really is and not as its 
propaganda purports it to be, 
knows that in countries under 
communist rule the people are 
governed by terrorism, live in con- 
stant fear of even talking freely 
lest spies be listening. Commun- 
ists always act under orders, like 
the fascists and nazis did. 

This is not the first time that a 
priest has been killed during the 
Tito regime. Even in the British 
and U. S. ruled Diocese of Trieste 
in recent months two priests have 
been killed—Father Bonifacio, an 
Italian, and Father Zavadlav, a 
Yugoslav. Two others have been 
imprisoned—at least it is sup- 
posed that they still are in prison.

Quoting both Pope Leo XIII and 
Pope Pius XI, the German Bish- 
ops repeat that the worker must 
receive a remuneration sufficient 
to maintain his family in a de- 
cent way. De-proletarization 
could be achieved, “if the worker 
could rest from the hard work 
of the day in a modest but com- 
fortable home surrounded by fruit 
trees and fertile land.” A just 
distribution of profits, the Bish- 
ops conclude, would go far in 
solving this difficult problem. It 
would make it possible for the 
worker to achieve by his own ef- 
forts a modest prosperity which 
would deliver him from the slav- 
ery of the machine and give him 
security in old age. 


“The Church will assume its 
share in the solution of the so- 
cial problem, not only morally but 
also in participating willingly with 
its own property. It will main- 
tain, however, that the social 
problem cannot exclusively and 
primarily be solved by earthly 
means. God and His works, His 
comfort and His charity cannot 
be replaced by human accomplish- 
ments.

Basing their message on these 
premises, the German Hierarchy 
addresses words of comfort to the 
faithful in the midst of the dis- 
tress they now face. Once more 
they report that “they receive the 
saddest reports from chaplains of 
labor camps who witness the in- 
creasing discouragement, indiffer- 
ence and the growing spirit of rad- 
ical and nihilist mentality.” “More 
than 17,000,000 Catholic men, wo- 
men and children, and at least as 
many belonging to other faiths, 
on Christmas 1946 implored the 
Allies in petitions drenched with 
their tears, to return their dear 
ones as soon as possible,” the 
Bishops state. “We renew our 
requests for the release of the 
prisoners of-war and we repeat 
with all sincerity and fervor our 
petition” that magnanimity and 
generosity be shown in dealing 
with “those victims of nazism 
who only gave in to pressure and 
did not accept the spirit of their 
oppressors.” 


The Bishops answer the charge 
often heard that the German peo- 
ple are inclined to pity themselves, 
and point out that such a reproach 
does not seem justified in refer- 
ence to the majority of their na- 
tion. As a matter of fact, they 
say, if only the people are given 
the chance to apply their ener- 
gies, they will be happy to work 
out their own salvation. 

The pastoral ends with an ex- 
hortation to the faithful to bear 
their cross as true followers of 
Christ Who is “the way, the truth 
and the life for ourselves and all 
the world, for ever and ever.”

Professors Report 
On Bikini Studies 


Notre Dame, Sept. 11—Knowl- 


edge of the effects of radioactivity 
from atomic bombs has been in- 
creased by important studies made 


this Summer at Bikini Atoll, site 


of the 1946 Atomic Bomb test, by 
a group of American scientists, in- 
cluding two University of Notre 
Dame professors. 

Dr. William H. Hamill and Dr. 
Russell R. Williams, Professors of 
Chemistry at Notre Dame, return- 
ed to Notre Dame last week after 
serving as special consultants to 
the United States Na 
research studies conducted this 
summer at Bikini to determine 
conditions on the atoll one year 
after the bomb experiments. 

Although radioactivity still is 
present on Bikini Atoll, it is. so 
thoroughly distributed that human 
beings could reside on the atoll 
possibly for as long as a year, 
without suffering any ill-effects, 
they reported. In addition, they 
said that water life, such as fish, 


in atomic 
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contain radioactivity, but that a 
person eating only a few of the 
fish would not be affected, and that 
the same condition is true of 
cocoanuts growing on the atoll.

AITH is the greatest gift that God can bestow 

on any man and to adults it is usually grant- 
ed in answer to prayer. If it is God’s greatest 
gift it is certainly worth praying for. 

You may pray from your heart in your own 
words, but there are also certain short approved 
prayers, which you should commit to memory. 
If you will read them once a day for a couple 
of weeks you will know them well. Chief among 
“official” prayers is “The Lord’s Prayer,” or “the 
Our Father,” taught by Christ in person to the 
Apostles in response to their question “Lord, 
teach us how to pray.” The first three petitions 
in this prayer plea for the promotion of the 
honor and glory of God and the spread of His 
Kingdom on earth; the other four deal with our 
own needs, spiritual and temporal. 

Protestants add to this prayer the words: “For 
Thine is the power and the kingdom and the 
glory forever.” Since those words are not found 
in St. Luke’s version (Luke XI, 2-4) of the 
Lord’s Prayer (in the Protestant Bible), but ap- 
pear in the version recorded by St. Matthew 
(VI, 9, 13), they are believed to have been add- 
ed by a copyist during one of the fourteen cen- 
turies when only one copy of the Bible could be 
produced at a time—and it was a life long work 
—by transcribing another copy by hand. 


Words Of Archangel Gabriel 


Another prayer which has the stamp of the 
Church’s approval is commonly called the “Hail 
Mary.”’ The first part of it contains the very 
words placed in the mouth of the Archangel 
Gabriel by God Himself, when he carried God’s 
message to Mary, and also the words spoken by 
Mary’s cousin Elizabeth under the inspiration of 
the Holy Spirit, when Mary visited her after 
being so signally favored by God. The second 
part contains an appeal to Mary for her prayers 
and help “now and at the hour of our death.”

fact that Mary, in her Magnificat, declared 
“henceforth all generations shall call me blessed” 
(Luke I, 48). 


There is no divine worship of Mary implied in| 


that prayer, any more ¢han there was divine wor- 
ship of her by the angel who brought the word 
from Heaven. She is honored, greeted in God’s 
own words, and then she is asked to pray for 
us, just as we might ask any person less worthy 
and influential to pray for us. 

Other prayers recommended by the Church 
are Acts of Faith, Hope, Love, and Contrition. 
There is no official form for these prayers. In 
an Act of Faith we express our belief in God’s 
whole revelation, and in the need of the appli- 
cation of Christ’s merits to our souls for their 
salvation. In the Act of Hope we pray for the 
realization of the promises of Christ in our- 
selves. In an Act of Love we profess our love 
for God, Who is “infinitely lovable and worthy 


» of all our love,” and our love for our neighbor 


for His sake. In the Act of Contrition, we ex- 
press grief for our sins not chiefly because of 
the punishment we deserve on account of them, 
but rather because they offend an infinitely lov- 
able and loving God. 


Daily Profession Of Faith 


The Church also likes to have her members 
make a daily profession of faith, and they can 
do it best by reciting the Apostles’ Creed. This 
formula of faith was drafted in the first century. 
There are those who believe that the Apostles 
themselves composed it. It is used by practically 
all Christians—Catholics, Orthodox and Prot- 
estants—although in recent years some denomi- 
nations have substituted the word “Christian” 
for “Catholic” in the article which declares: “I 
believe in the holy Catholic Church.” 

Every article in this Creed is confirmed by 
Holy Scripture, and every Catholic in the world

Pontiff Urges Faithful

F-UGENE C. Pulliam, publisher of 
the Indianapolis Star and a 
number of other daily papers, be- 
lieves that the communists’ chances 
of winning legal control of the 
Italian government have been giv- 
en a “double-barreled blow” during 
the past two weeks. The first of 
these blows, he says, was the ar- 
rival in Italy of an American ship 
loaded with coal and fuel for the 
Italian people. The second was 
the publication of the text of the 
letters exchanged between Presi- 
dent Truman and Pope Pius XII. 
The Pontiff’s letter, Mr. Pulliam 
says, was “an eloquent appeal to 
the Christian world to unite in 
combating the pagan philosophy 
of the Soviet regime in Russia. It 
exploded and destroyed the sub- 
tle propaganda which the Russian 
Fifth Column has been spreading 
throughout these Catholic countries 
of Southern Europe to the effect 
that ‘You can be a communist and 
a good Catholic at the same time.’ 
The Pope’s letter warned all Cath- 
olics that the Soviet system of 
communism is anti-Church and es- 
pecially anti-God.” , 
Mr. Pulliam, a non-Catholic, is 
touring Europe to obtain at first 
hand information about conditions 
in the nations which suffered most 
from World War I. In a series 
of articles for his publications he 
has pointed to the inroads which 
the Reds, through one ruse of an- 
other, are making in almost every 
nation in Europe. He looks now

Webster's Definition 


We’re accustomed to using the 
word “sacrifice” in a loose sort of 
way. The operator of a shoe-store 
sells at a sacrifice after a fire or! 
when he’s bankrupt. He’s experi- 
encing a personal loss. 

A lover will sacrifice a day’s 
wages in order to show his belov- 
ed a good time at an expensive 
hotel or restaurant. Parents sacri- 
fice and pinch so that they can pro- 
vide their children with some spe- 
sial benefit. From that we got the 
idea of self-surrender, of giving up 
something belonging to oneself. 

But according to Webster’s Dic- 
tionary, the word is used, first, 
only in a religious sense. Webster 
defines the word as, “An offering 
to a deity of animal or vegetable 
life or of food, drink, incense, or 
the like.” His second definition: 
“Anything consecrated and offered 
to God or to a divinity.” Only 
then does he broaden the meaning 
a little: “Destruction or surrender 
of some desirable thing in behalf 
\of a higher object, or devotion of 
\it to a claim deemed more press- 
ing; also, the thing so devoted or 
given up.” 

According to Cardinal Vaughan, 
writing of the Mass, “Sacrifice 
consists in the offering or immola- 
tion of a victim either by death, 
destruction, or by some change re-

in the selection of a partner, and 
he knows that he will have little 
interference, according to a decla- 
ration of Almighty God Himself, 
if, in preparing for marriage, the 
youths will “shut God out of their 
lives.” If young people will neg- 
lect to pray for guidance and di- 
rection; if they will closely associ- 
ate with people who have neither 
faith nor morality; if they “will 
not live according to the spirit but 
according to the flesh” during 
courtship, they cannot hope for 
God’s blessing on their marriage. 

Even if Heaven were not inter- 
ested in your future welfare on 
earth, you yourself should be; and 
your temporal welfare will depend 
largely on the kind of marriage 
you will contract. Our country is 
full of broken homes, of mis-mated 
married couples, and, therefore, of 
marriage failures. In fact, never 
before was marriage such a risk, 
and this should lead young people 
to use their heads more than their 
hearts, and to rely on their faith 
more than on their inclinations, in 
choosing a sweetheart. 


Things To Avoid 


Generally speaking, youth 
should not begin keeping company 
with one whose family record is 
bad. Vice is often inherited, and a 
good character is usually not 
formed in a home where moral 
standards are. low. 

A young woman should not even 
fraternize with one who has no 
ambition, whose rendezvous place 
is the saloon or the poolroom or 
the gambling hall. The young man 
should not court the girl whose 
tastes are extravagant, whom he, 
therefore, would not likely be able 
to support and please. The young 
lady should shun the young man 
who lives beyond his means, who 
does not pay his debts, who spends 
much money on her. 

It is important that young 
people try to learn the character 
and disposition of others by ob- 
serving their attitude towards 
their parents, towards their broth- 
ers and sisters.

We were not able, when 
these quotations. were first circu- 
lated, to identify such a clergyman. 
There had been a Bishop of New 
Orleans with a name somewhat 
similar, but he had been dead for 
nearly fifty years. 

It would be very easy for us to 
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charge a Protestant Bishop of New 
York or San Francisco, thirty or 
fifty years after he died, with 
having said this or that. While we 
could not prove it no one else could 
‘disprove it. When we try to ally 
|anyone with any cause or charge 
'him with having uttered a pro- 
/nouncement we should tell the time 
_and place, or at least the date on 
which he is alleged to have made 
the utterance. 


Our Sunday Visitor publishes a 
book entitled Our National Enemy 
Number I, which contains more 
than 300 severe criticisms of the 
public schools by Protestant clergy- 
men, by editors of newspapers and 
magazines, by schoolmen, by states- 
men, by seven or eight Presidents 
of the United States. In every case 
we tell when and where they spoke 
the words which we use. 

The principal and the severest 
criticisms of the public schools have 
—_ from the mouths of non-Cath- 
olics. 

Why should the Catholic Church 
be inimical to the public schools 
when she copies their curriculum 
in her own schools? The only criti- 
cism, therefore, which would come 
from Catholics would be over the 
absence of religion in a system of 
schools operated under what all of 
us are wont to call so frequently 
“a Christian nation.” There is 
nothing Christian about the public 
schools; in fact the exclusion of 


religion makes them 6 atheistic 
rather than Christian. The ones 
who seem to regard the public 


schools as their own schools are 
the atheistic and agonostic organ- 
izations, which have always opposed 
the use of the Bible in them, the 
use of prayer, the allowance of 
released time to its pupils for re- 
ligious instruction, ete. 

Catholics, supporting the public 
schools to the same degree that | 
non-Catholics support them, should 
have the same right to criticize 
them, especially since more Catho- 
lic children are in the _ public 
schools than there are Methodist, 
or Baptist or Presbyterian children. 
But Catholics fully understand that 
half of the people of the United 
States belong to no religion and 
that, therefore, the government 
must need supply schools for them. 

In the clipping you sent Dr. 
Frederick Curtis Fowler, the Pres- 
byterian Minister of Pittsburg, who 
answered Father Coakley, makes 
this charge: “Now that the Roman 
Church is unwilling, apparently, to 
back its religious beliefs and con- 
victions by the necessary money 
for its schools, it turns to Pro- 
testants and unbelievers for sus- 
tenance and support via the public 
treasury. We Protestants are 
simply refusing to help finance

The Measure Of Love 


It is surely safe, then, to say 
that sacrifice is the measure of 
love. We love in proportion as 
we are willing to give. The bride 
gives herself; the groom gives him- 
self, and both give themselves 
without stint on behalf of the chil- 
dren. God so loved the world that 
He gave His only-begotien Son for 
our salvation. 


If we give of ourselves and our 
possessions in whole or in part 
to those we love, what are we go- 
ing to do for God? Sing hymns? 
—chant psalms ?—say prayers? 

Mankind has always felt the in- 
adequacy of mere lip-service. There 
is in us a deep and legitimate in- 
stinct to give God something, 
something tangible, in token of our 
adoration. And this instinct, with 
its manifestation, runs like a gol- 
den thread through the pages 
of history. 

Adams and Eve were hardly out- 
side the gates of Eden when their 
sons were busy’ offering sacrifice. 
Cain offered the fruits of the earth 
and Abel offered a lamb. These 
boys took their gii., offered it to 
the Lord, and then destroyed it, 
so that, having been offered to 
God, it could never again be used 
in the “service of humanity. 

Noah offered sacrifice. So did 
Abraham, Melchisedech, Isaac, and 
Jacob. Before long, certain for- 
malities had developed. There had 
to be, in addition to the victim or 
thing sacrificed, an altar and a 
priest. The altar was a place 
designed by God or by His au- 
thority, and the priest was a per- 
son set apart by the Almighty for 
the exclusive purpose of offering 
sacrifice and maintaining the dig- 
nity of divine worship. 

Under Moses, God laid down 
laws for the offering of sacrifice, 
laws carefully covering every de- 
tail of the ritual, so that when Our 
Lord came, He found the arrange- 
ment functioning smoothly. It 
must have thrilled the devout per- 
son to see the smoke of the burnt 
offering rising from dawn until 
dark over the golden roof of God’s 
Temple on Mount Moriah. | 

It would be a mistake, though, 
to think that the-offering of sacri- 
fice. was confined to the Jews. 
Nowhere, as far as we know, was 
there religion without sacrifice. 
The Greeks and Romans had their 
sacrifice. They would offer a cup 
of wine to their false gods, for 
instance, and then spill it all out 
on the ground. The uncivilized

Four different readers down around Lawton, Okla., have sent me 
clippings of a sports column that recently appeared in the Lawton 
Morning Press written by George Bolinger. It concerns the story 
appearing recently in the daily papers to the effect that Notre Dame’s 
football team might appear in the Sugar Bowl game in New Orleans 
mext New Year’s Day. I am tired of answering that one, so will pass 
on to a couple of paragraphs which really have made the folks mad. 
One of them, a lady who resides in Lawton, winds up her letter by 
Saying “. . . and I am truly burned up about this.” 


Here is the offending paragraph which the lady and three 
others underscored: 

“And the university (Notre Dame) already has a reputation 
of not rating too high scholastically.” ) 

I can only repeat, in answer, what any Notre Dame varsity 
athlete could tell Mr. Bolinger, or anyone else who would care to 
investigate. Varsity athletes at Notre Dame are required to carry 
an average of 77 in their studies in order to retain their eligibility. 
Non-athletes among the students are passed on an average of 70. 


It might interest Mr. Bolinger to hear that one of Oklahoma’s out- 
standing high school football players of 1946, a non-Catholic boy, too, 
applied for admission to Notre Dame last December and enclosed a 
number of letters of recommendation. One of these letters was from 
the boy’s minister, who spoke glowingly of the youngster as an 
athlete and a sturdy young citizen, the minister adding that he hoped 
Notre Dame would accept him. The transcript of credits which ac- 
companied the letters made you wonder what in the world the boy 
studied for four years in an Oklahoma high school. He had no 
mathematies, no foreign languages, and practically no credits at all 
which would admit him into any reputable out-of-the-state university. 
He is now enrolled in an Oklahoma ‘state school, I have heard, where 
a certificate from a state high school is sufficient to gain entrance.

It seems to me that the follow- 
ing excerpt from an article in the 
August, 1944, number of Taber- 
nacle and Purgatory is still very 
timely: 

“We are passing through a tre- 
mendous, an awful crisis, every- 
where,” said Father Mateo.

war, I should say. I consider it well | ° 


to say these things, especially this 
great truth: the Church badly 
needs saints, saints, saints! Not 
good people—but saints, saints— 
especially in convents. Saints, 
with a capital 8. People every- 
where speak about the war and 
victory. You could have a military 
victory tomorrow and have your 
country lost without the King, 
without His victory. 

“Listen to a very interesting 
and eloquent case: During the last 
war there was in a certain convent 
in France a Sister, a good Sister, 
but not at all a fervent Sister de- 
siring to become a saint. No, no; 
she was too much preoccupied with 
the war. She had two brothers on 
the battlefield; too much worried. 
Three or four times a day she 
went to the chapel and annoyed 
Our Lord with the ejaculation: 
‘Lord Jesus, when will You give 
us our victory, our victory! The 
war is so long and so cruel! (As 
if Our Lord did not know that!) 
When will You give us our vic- 
tory ?’ 

“One day when she said that 
ejaculation, repeating ‘our victory,’ 
she heard a voice from the taber- 


nacle: ‘What victory are you ask- 
ing for, child and spouse? Then, 
astonished, she said: Lord ‘Jesus, 
the military victory! Please! the 
war is so long, so cruel!’ Then the 


same voice replied: “The military | 


victory is My own concern. Leave 
that to Me! Leave that to Me! 
Instead of faking for that ura 
lease, child and spouse, ask for 
Mine, for MINE, FOR MINE!’ 
Trembling, the Sister asked: ‘And 
what victory is that?’ The voice 
answered: ‘You, a religious a con- 
secrated soul! You do not know 
which is My victory? My victory? 
Become a saint! Become a saint! 
BECOME A SAINT? 

“Believe me, this is the great 
thing. We ought to say this every- 
where. I preach this everywhere: 
Mount, Mount — for the victory 
of the King! Thy Kingdom come! 
Thy Kingdom Come! What does 
that mean? Sanctity| The King- 
dom of God—sanctity, holiness. 
Thy Kingdom come—here (point- 
ing to his heart); and when He 
is King here, oh, then, what won- 
ders you are going to work! You 
are going to radiate wonders, even 
if you are in an arm chair, sick, 
an invalid, old, useless in appear- 
ance—but a saint, a Little Flower. 


“Oh, kindle, rekindle every morn- 
ing, close to the altar, with manly, 
with strong, with burning, 
longing desires, the ambition to 
become a saint! With your grace, 
Jesus, a saint! Unhappily, those 
great desires are too often lack- 
ing, We think, ‘That is too high 
for me; that is music, that is not 
for me’.”

with the enemy of God.’” 


The communists in Italy are 
waging their fight against both the 
Church and the United States. 
“The arrival of food and coal from 
America made deceitful liars out 
of the communist leaders here,” 
Mr. Pulliam writes from Rome. 
“They had been shouting noisely 
for weeks that America would 
never help Italy and only wanted 
to keep Italy in slavery. 

“But the communists always 
have a quick comeback for any 
situation. They are now saying 
that America sent this. coal and 
food so that they could grab mili- 
tary bases on Italian soil in ex- 
change.

Pulliam also declares that “the 
answer of the commies to the 
Pope’s letter was characteristic of 
their ‘line’ in other countries.

“Here in the shadow of the 
Vatican, Moscow trained Soviets 
a:2 carrying on the shrewdest but 
most completely deceitful cam- 
paign of propaganda to be found 
anywhere in Europe. Through their 
many newspapers and at mass 
meetings speakers tell the Italians 
there is no conflict between the 
Catholic Church and Russia. They 
tell them an Italian can be a good 
Catholic and a good communist at 
the same time. Thousands of poor 
Italians, all devout Catholics, but 
confused by the chaos of post-war 
disruptions, have believed these 
vicious lies. The poor people of 
Italy are grasping for hope and 
the Soviets have promised them 
everything. 

“In the recent elections the corft- 
munist orators here in Rome prom- 
ised that all old people, who did 
not have homes of their own would 
be given free apartments in Vat- 
ican City if they voted communist.

and Communism.’ They did by 
the thousands. As a result instead 
of the conservatives. sweeping 
Sicily, as was generally predicted, 
the communists won a majority of 
the Sicilian seats in the national 
assembly. 


“Just this week while we are still 
here Vatican officials were shock- 
ed to receive verified reports of 
the brutal murder of a young 
priest in northeastern Italy by a 
mob of communists who were led 
by Yugoslavians carrying Red ban- 
ners. 


“All along the Po valley the 
Soviets have organized under- 
ground forces, thoroughly trained 
and well armed. An Associated 
Press correspondent who has just 
completed an investigation of the 
communist underground says there 
are at least 50,000 men in the 
army, all taking orders from 
Moscow and ready to clear the 
way for a Russian sweep from 
Yugoslavia to Marseilles whenever 
the word comes for them to go 
into action. 

“In the light of these evidences 
of the Soviet’s belligerent deter- 
mination, Pope Pius’ letter to Pres- 
ident Truman takes on serious 
and prophetic significance. The 
Vatican knows and understands 
the utter ruthlessness of the Rus- 
sian program of aggression. So it 
was no idle use of eloquent words 
when the Pope said in his letter 
to the President: 

“‘The divinely-given. mission of 
the Church often brings her into 
conflict with the powers of evil, 
whose sole strength is in the phy- 
sical force and brutalized spirit, 
and her leaders are sent into exile 
or cast into prison or die under 
torture. This is history today. 
But the Church is unafraid. She 
cannot compromise with an avow- 
ed enemy of God.’ 

“That is the nearest to a militant 
statement that any Pope has made 
in probably a hundred years. 
Christians the world over know 
now that the Catholic Church, at 
least, will neither appease nor com- 
promise with Soviet communism. 
Many newspaper correspondents 
here believe the Pope’s letter 
will have tremendous influence in 
checking the spread of communism 
among the Catholics of Europe, 
who now have been told by the 
Holy Father himself that the Rus- 
sians are lying when they say 
‘You can be a .good communist 
and a good Catholic at the same 
time.’ ” 

Openly admitting the Communist 
threat in Italy, Pope Pius on Sep- 
tember 8, issued a stirring call to 
more than 250,000 persons gather- 
ed in St. Peter’s Square for the 
Italian convention of the men of 
Catholic Action. “The time for 
reflection and planning is past,” 
the Pontiff said. “Now is the time 
for action. Are you ready? The 
opposing fronts in the religious 
and moral fields are clearly de- 
fined. . The time of test is here.” 

Pope Pius urged the men of 
Catholic Action to immediate

Refutes Ministers’ 


Report 


On Religious Freedom Under Tito 


New York, Sept. 15.—(NC)—Commenting on a report 
of seven Protestant ministers who went to Yugoslavia as 
guests of the Tito regime and declared that “there is today 
in Yugoslavia complete freedom of worship and respect for 
religious beliefs and institutions,” retired (Episcopalian) 
Bishop William T. Manning of New York, writes in a letter 


to the New York Times: 

“... Yugoslavia under Tito is as 
completely a police state as Nazi 
Germany was—and. .. no man who 

yes right and freedom, unless he 
sas been most strangely deceived, 
can approve, or commend, the Tito 
Government.” 


In his letter, Bishop Manning 
recalls that two Serbian (Ortho- 
dox) Bishops, Nicholai of Ticha and 
Ochrida, and Iriney of Dalmatia, 
both of whom were in nazi concen- 
tration camps, are living today in 
New York as refugees. “The pres- 
ent religious freedom” in Yugosla- 
via is such,” the letter continues, 
“that if these two heroic Bishops 
should return to their people in 
Serbia, by whom they were and 
still are deeply beloved, they would 
have no reason to expect any other 
treatment than that given to their 
friend and brother in spirit, the 
martyred General Draja Mikhailo- 
vitch.” 


In this country and in Europe, 
“there are thousands of Serbians 
who fought as our allies but who, 
because they are not Communists, 
dare not return to their homes and 
families in Yugoslavia,” Bishop 
Manning writes.

Irish Tired By 


Visitors Vistons 
And Term ‘Eire’

Dublin, Sept. 15 —(NC)— Of- 
ficial _lreland is tired of. lepre- 
chauns and other ‘wee people” 
and it has no patience with Eng- 
lish-speaking persons who refer to 
it as “Eire.” 

“If you are speaking English or 
writing English,” a top Govern- 
ment Information official explain- 
ed, ‘‘will you please continue to 
use the English language when 
you speak of this country. The 
name is Ireland and the language 
is lrish—unless you are writing in 
our native tongue. Article 4 of our 
Constitution states: ‘The name of 
the State is Eire, or, in the Eng- 
lish language, Ireland.’ “’ | 

The same official deplored the 
“romantic angle’’ from which, he 
said, visiting journalists and other 
writers discuss Ireland, ‘‘as though 
it were a land inhabited exclusive- 
ly by banshees and fairies and had 
no reality at all,’’ 

A leading editorial in the Irish 
Press, which reflects government 
policy, was devoted to a denun- 
ciation of some _ correspondents 
“who have hardly set foot on 
lrish ground before their imagina- 
tions become sharpened to a point 
that is positively harmful to them- 
selves and having decided that the 
visions are genuine and nothing 
real except the unreal, they dash 
off to their hotel bedrooms and 
write it all down for their news- 
papers. ”’ 

Their readers, the editorial con- 
tinued, believe that Ireland. is 
“still a land of faries and lepre- 
chauns, shillelaghs and fights; a 
land where nobody seems to work 
and where nobody keeps an ap- 


pointment; a land where the Cel- 


tic twilight darkens commonsense; 
a sort of cloud-cuckoo-land set on 
the rim of the ocean; a land where 
the inevitable never happens and 
the unexpected always.’

British Scientists 


Hear Dangers Of 
Worship Of State 


Msgr. Ronald Knox Says 
Topic Is Essential One 
In Almost All Nations 


London, Sept. 15.—(NC)—The 
tendency of the State to assume 
greater and greater powers over 
the life of the individual citizen 


is going to be the essential debate 
of yen grees Msgr. Ronald Knox, 
Britian’s great Catholic thinker, 
told 150 leading scientists at a 
Mass in St. Andrew’s Cathedral, 
Dunde. 

This debate will deal with the 
question of “how much and how 
far you may readily sacrifice the 
freedom of the individual to the 
supposed interests of the whole 
community as a whole 100 years 
hence,” he said. 

The scientists are attending a 
special service on the occasion of 
the annual British Association con- 
vention in this city, a gathering 
of a top-ranking scientific group 
which each year attracts world 
interest in ite discussions. : 

In every country where worship 
of the State gets the upper hand 
“there is something particularly 


the men of action and the men of 
science,” Monsignor Knox said. 
“There is the danger that they will 
start experimenting with human 
lives, labelling people unfit and 
disqualifying them from _ public 
life, breeding selectively, condition- 
ing the minds and thoughts of the 
young. In plain words, it is slavery. 
Wherever the worship of the State 
begins to flourish there will be a 
temptation for the men of science 
to sell their souls.” 

Monsignor Knox, who was 
preaching on “the lilies of the 
field,” from the day’s Gospel, re- 
minded his congregation: “God 
sees each one of us as an individ- 
ual. Thinking of people or things in 
groups, in masses, is a@ weakness 
of our human minds. What you 
should concentrate on is the word 
‘one’—‘like one of these.’ To God, 
each of us is unique and each of us 
is the one that matters.”

Of City Of Boston 


Boston, Sept. 15.—(NC)—*“The 
overwhelmingly Catholic complex- 
ion” of Boston is given recogni- 
tion in an editorial in The Boston 
Herald as it hails a new novel, 
which “tells the story o. ‘fe 
among the most numerous present 
ad Bostonians, our Irish Catho- 
ics.” 

Entitled “Books, Religion, Bos- 
ton,” the editorial states that “it 
almost seems as though here is a 
kind of contest among writers to 
see which can best document the 
dubious thesis that Boston is an 
old town of queer old creatures 
who are neither hospitable nor 
generous; whd detest innovation, 
and who devote their lives to 
maintaining the status quo.”

It is about time that 
this other Boston, perhaps. the 
most real Boston, should come te 
life in literature.”
